tle bf Cherbou rg peninsu la—with 
the crisis of the m ain Nazi cou nter­ 
attack still to come. 
There's encou ragem ent in several 
developments. Highly im portant is 
the fact th at Allied resou rces, both 
in men and eq u ipment, are being 
bu ilt 
u p—vital 
preparations 
for 
the coming G erm an assau lt. Along 
with that we mu st rank gains in the 
drive against the great 
port 
of 
Cherbou rg which the Allies mast 
possess as a hopper throu gh which 
they can send an avalanche of men 
and materiel. 
Cherbou rg has come nearer Allied 
grasp with the captu re of Ste. Mere- 
Egli.se. 18 miles to the sou th, which 
enabled invading troops to drive to­ 
wards the port along 
main 
high­ 
ways. n top of that su ccess Amer­ 
ican troops have taken the impor­ 
tant rail and highway ju nction of 
Lsigny, increasing the threat. Berlin 
reports that a violent Allied Allied 
attack has been lau nched against 
Cherbou rg. 
Another hot spot is in the area of 
the city of Caen, strategic rail and 
road center. 
Here ou r Canadian 
and British comrades have thrown 
back heavy Nazi attem pts to break 
u p the neighboring bridgehead and 
are pu shing towards the city itself. 
Looking with 
realistic 
and 
not 
over-optimistic eyes at the penin­ 
su la. H itlers own newspaper, the 
Voelkischer Beobachter, adm its that 
su ccess for the Allied' invasion wou lc 
"simply mean the end.1’ Well, at 
last there's one thing on which 
we can agree with the vandal of 
Berchtesgaden. Since we are in ac­ 
cord in this vital m atter, probably 
the 
q u estion 
u ppermost 
in 
the 
Fu ehrer’s mind, and in ou rs, is 
At what point will it be possible 
to label the invasion a su ccess? 
That isn’t a difficu lt q u estion. As 
I see it we can say safely th at 
the invasion 
will 
have 
achieved 
su ccess as soon as the Allies have 
demonstrated their ability to de­ 
velop and 
hold

m ajor 
base 
throu gh which a great army can 
be pou red onto the continent

ROME, Ju ne 
10.—'The Germ an 
14th army fled 
northw ard 
today 
with increasing disorder, and the 
Allied command for the first time 
declared officially th a t a "catastro­ 
phe” has befallen Field 
M arshal 
Albert K esselrings forces in Italy. 
Slashing steadily northw ard after 
the retreating foe, the F ifth army 
captu red the ancient town of Tu s- 
cania, 13 miles northeast of T ar- 
q u inia. 
Despite the great speed of Lt. 
Gen. 
Mark 
W. Clark's 
pu rsu ing 
troops, which have averaged rou gh­ 
ly 15 miles daily since the fall of 
Rome, an official spokesman de­ 
clared they are "u nable to catch 
u p with any im portant elem ents of 
Col. Gen. Eberhard Von Macken- 
sen's 14th army which is w ithdraw ­ 
ing in this area in 
a 
completely 
disorganized fashion." 
The Eighth army also picked u p 
speed 
in

northw ard 
advanc« 
near the Adriatic. 
Mackensen's flight was considered 
a peril to the Nazi 10th army, whose 
withdrawal northw ard on the east 
side of the Tiber has been slower

Both these attacks fanned ou t from fallen Ste. Mere Egllse, while 
Berlin, reporting a large-scale offensive 
against 
Cherbou rg, 
declared 
there was violent fighting east of Montebou rg, only 15 miles sou theast of 
the prize port. 
O ther American forces to the sou theast seized lsigny, and drove west­ 
ward on C arentan seven miles away Two colu mns thas were converging 
on C arentan, itself nearly a third of the way inland on the shortest line 
across Cherbou rg peninsu la. 
The U. S. Ninth air force, whoso task Is to provide close tactical su p­ 
port for grou nd forces, has established advanced headq u arters in France, 
lt was disclosed This is preliminary to pu tting advanced air bases into 
operation, which wou ld give fighters considerable advantage over their 
present "commu ting” over the channel. 
Lt. Gen. Om ar B radleys American parachu tists and Infantrym en 
alone have captu red more than 3,000 prisoners, half of them Nazi para­ 
chu te veterans of Ru ssia and Cassino seized after they plu nged from the 
skies. The Allies since D-Day have taken more th an 
6 ,000 captives.

SUNK IN PACIFIC 


U. S. Bo mbers Attack Ves­ 
sels Attempting to Re­ 
info rce Biak

clu ding a heavy cru iser, damaged 
since Ju ne 3 in vain attem pts to 
bolster her weakening position in 
the Sou thwest Pacific.

loss — fou r destroyers su nk,

damaged, in

Thu rsday as the warships, together 
with a cru iser and another destroyer, 
sneaked throu gh Geelvink bay to­ 
ward beleagu ered Biak island in the 
Schou ten grou p, Du tch New Gu inea. 
The cru iser and u ndamaged de­ 
stroyer streaked back toward Tokyo 
withou t reaching the Schou tens and 
five of the 10 Japanese fighters 
which attem pted to break u p the 
devastating Mitchell 
attack 
were 
shot down. Three American planes 
were lost. 
The mere presence of Japanese 
warships in the Du tch New Gu inea 
waters du ring the past week signi­ 
fies the importance Tokyo places 
on Biak, biggest of the Schou tens. 
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the direction of Cherbou rg." 
Another broadcast said Americans 
in the Carentan area attacked F ri­ 
day 
with fou r infantry divisions 
and a tank division, and "new para­

Americans need mak e no apology for their pre­ 
occupation with the probability of heavy casualties in 
the frontal assault on Germ any 's "fortress." 
It is a 
badge of their hum anitariam sm 
We long since have outgrown Japan's feudal con­ 
cept of gloiious death in the service of the sword. We 
never had the Asiatic indifference to destruction of 
hum an life. 
Our men ere the nation's most precious asset Their 
security is one of the direct obligations of the leader­ 
ship to whith they are entrusted. 
Objectives which 
m ight bp tak en at too great price in life m ust be tak en, 
therefore, in some way that will minimize casualties. 
Every thing possible m ust be done under the same 
obligation to protect those who incur injury in per­ 
formance of duty . 
There is no other fighting force 
which gives more m aterial, 
more 
sk ill 
and 
more 
thought to the protection of its members. 
S tatistically - relative, that Is, to the numbers in­ 
volved—the United States has had few casualties so 
far in the war. Our war leadership believes a favorable 
ratio can be m aintained. 
There will lie Intervals of heavy casualties, lik e this 
one, but they should not be regarded as ty pical. The 
dangers, great and grave as they are k nown to be, may 
be faced by our fighting men and by their families at 
home with the assurance that comes from k nowing 
that the United States is not reck less of Its manpower. 
We will spend our m aterial wealth to the limit td pro­ 
tect the nation’s most precious asset.

Circumstances have robbed the Allied trium ph In 
Italy of some of the satisfaction it would have given 
civilians if the Normandy invasion had not diverted 
their attention a t a critical moment. 
The Italian spearhead—for that is w hat It has be­ 
come In tlie ring of m ilitary force closing on Germany 
—is being driven forward rapidly . 
G erm an troops are 
retreating north of Rome In confusion, and it may be 
ex pect« ! they will be joined soon by a sim ilar retreat 
on the eastern hinge of their Italian defense line. 
The Germ ans are 
faced, 
meanwhile, 
with 
the 
threat of Allied landings In the rear of their retreat, 
at the base of the Italian peninsula. 
Sea power in 
tlie M editerranean, which made the Italian invasion 
possible, may be combined with air rind land power 
again in the same assault combination which has be­ 
come the characteristic m aneuver of the Allies in the 
west. 


GEN. MONTGOMERY'S JUDGMENT 
, In the confusion of the rapidly developing battle 
of France, not even the most diligent followers of the 
action can hope to k eep track of what is going on 
Reports released to the public are fragm entary and 
they necessarily run far behind actual events. 
Only 
in the minds of the generals on the scene and in the 
composite picture assembled In general headq uarters 
in England can there be formed reliable judgments. 
Thus, the most convincing word to come out of 
France is that of Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgomery , 
ground forces commander. 
He has responsibility for 
the operations which will determ ine the fate of the 
invasion force that has been put ashore In Normandy .

Gen. Montgomery is q uoted

assumed he did not speak them carelessly . 


OUR PACIFIC WAR 
It has occurred to m any of us these last few day s— 
and particularly to those with fighting men in the 
Pacific area 
that the focus 
of 
news 
interest 
on 
Europe will have the unavoidable effect of seeming to 
slight the eq ually im portant war in the Pacific. 
The obvious ex planation is, of course, that there Is 
no current action in the Pacific of comparable im ­ 
portance 
The pattern of events there is tem porarily 
established as a steady progression of our forces to­ 
ward objectives which, though strategically Im portant, 
do not begin to be as conclusively im portant as the 
opening of a land front in western Europe. 
Pacific fighting forces, themselves, are watching

realize that their own ultim ate success depends on 
the successful outcome of the critical campaign that 
has been undertak en. Tlie United States has achieved 
remark able success In tak ing the offensive in two 
wars simultaneously , but In the Pacific it has not de­

However, C her­ 
bourg might become the principal 
invasion route if it develops well 
In order to dem onstrate our abil­ 
ity to hold and develop thus great 
base we have a m ultiple task—and 
a tough one—ahead of us. We m ust 
link up and consolidate our var­ 
ious beachheads and paratroop posi­ 
tions. We 
m ust 
pour 
reinforce­ 
m ents and equipm ent in through 
the beachheads and by air—a most 
difficult business. 
We 
mu t meet
